REPORT ON CIVIL SERVICE 



House of Commons Makes 
Progress Witli Voting of 
Supplies 



Ottawa, March 24. — The civil sor 
vice eoiiunlaslon's report is rciidy for 
parUanicnt. It lays stress on the In- 
L-roased cost of living In Ottawa, which 
inactioally tneffhs a reoommondatlon 
for ingreased salaries. The commls- 
.slonors havQ extended the scope of the 
Iniiuiry much further than th* Unan- 
clal position of civil servaijlH. The 
inrinagcmcnt and administration of 
.'ioine of tlie departments come In for 
criticism, and In tills regard 11 is said 
that there Is very much iutere.sllns 
readluK'. 

Keiilylng to a question by r\Ir. r.or- 
den, Hon J[r. Flekling said the report 
of the civil service commlssTon was 
rocolvod but it was incomplete. No 
doubt it would be completed shortly, 
when it would be presented to the 
house. 

Forty- three petitions wore re;ul In 
the house yesterday from the prov- 
ince of Quebec praying for the dis- 
tribution of antl-alcohollc litoralairo 
among the people. 

Mr. Borden moved tor copies of all 
opinions of the minister of. Justice or 
the deputy minister of justice- with re-, 
spect to the Metlakatia and Songhees 
Indian reserves, or either of said re- 
serves, since January 1906 but Hon. 
Mr. Aylcsworth hoped the resolution 
would not bo pressed, because the 
opinions were of a confldontlal nat- 
ure, and their publication would not 
be In the public Interest. The motion 
was carried, with a recommendation 
that the Kovornnient might withhold 
anything not In the public interest. 

The govornnient was In a working 
niimd today, and as a result good 
headway wa.^i made. Mr. l''lolding 
asked for an Intorlin supply vote, and 
he got what lie wanted to carry 011 
the public service. The Iiouse voted 
one eighth of tho remaining estimates 
amounting to $11,246,403, and the 
items already passed ' this 'session, 
totalling $4,585,415 were concurred In. 
Tho one-eighth vote too will 'Be con- 
curred In tomorrow, artd with the sup- 
plementary estimates, many of which 
were put through today, the interim 
supply bill will amount to twenty mil- 
lion dollars. 

The greater part of tho day was 
taken up with tho supplemontarle.«!, 
the departments of Justice and Rall- 
w;i\s and Canals llcni.s coming in for 
chief consideration. Tho penitentiary 
vote nf $riri,000 precipitated a lively 
dlseusslon by Messrs. Jlonk and Leon- 
ard regarding the political activity of 
Heaucliamp, AVarden, of St. Vincent 
de Paul jienltentlary. 

Three government bills were put 
through their linal stages, the Supreme 
Court act, the gold and silver marks 
act, add the companies act. 

During the hour for private bills the 
bill to incorporate tho Shuswap and 
Thompson river Boom company was 
re.id a third time. 

Second readings have been given to 
the bills referring to the Western Al- 
berta railway (Mr. Macpherson) ind 
the Occidental Fire Insurance com- 
pany, (Mr. Ross, of Tale-Cariboo). 

Saskatchewan's Premier, 
Ottawa, March 24.-^remier Scoit, 
ai-companled by Mrs. Scott and th. ir 
daughter, loft yesterday for Rcglna. 
Ho had an Inton-led with Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler before leaving. Asked to cor- 
rect the report that ho' contemplated 
returning to tho arena of federal pol- 
ities, .Mr. Scott replied: "I have not 
seen till- newspapers sin<.-e I went 
away, but you can say tliere is nothing 
ill the rumor as far a.s 1 am coneerii- 
' d. I ;iin quite rontriU to devote my 
eiici-gi.-s ti) llie province of .SaHk.-itch- 
ewan wlii-ro Ihori- is ])lenty of room 
for work, and -vvliei-e llii' jji'o.'ipeelH of 
tlic Lllicral i)arty are still bright." Mr. 
.Scott lias recovered his health, and 
will re-enter on his official duties In 
full \'igor.

Cannes, Mai'ch;,24.— Spencer Comp- 
ton Cavendish, ninth pUko. of Devon- 
shire, died h'et;e this moi;hlng of heart 
failure. He was born on July 23, 1833, 
and was a son of tho eighth duke and 
Blanche, daughter of tho Earl of Car- 
lisle. 

London, March 21. — The new.s of tho 
dcat!-. of the J)uke of Devonshlro at 
Canne;i came une.'v)iectedly to England 
and has caused wldesiiread rogret. Al- 
though the Duke had 'jeen ailing Klnce 
he suffered a suddeni atttiek of lioart 
wcaknesa while visiting King Edward 
at Windsor Castlo last .fune and In 
spite of some alarming report.s that 
reached London during his sojourn in 
Egypt this winter, the recent accounts 
of his health had been more assuring 
and the news of Ills de;itli has come 
almost as a surprise. Yesterday, liow- 
evcr, the fiimily of the Duke were ad- 
vised of a ri.'liipsc and Victoi C. W. 
Cavendish, bis neiihcw and Lord Clias. 
Montague went to Canne.s and were 
present when the end came. 

Tho death of the Duke leaves a gap 
In the public life of Great Britain, 
for although his withdrawal from the 
l^alfour ministry when Jaseph Cham- 
lu rlaln launched Jils fiscal policy es- 
tranged him from a majority of tho 
party, he still had a large following in 
the country and was president of the 
Unionist Free Trade League. He took 
an active part in the campaign agaln.5t 
tariff reform. He led the Llber.ils dur- 
ing tho temporary retirement of Glad- 
.stnno In 1S7!), and was offi-red but ;-e- 
fiised till.' i)reiniership after the Mid- 
lothian campaign of ISSO. He was 
again offered the honor upon the de- 
feat of Homo Rule but again r(.'fuscd. 

The Dulce haa no family and tho 
dukedom passes lo his nephew, Mr. 
Cavendish, who married a daughter of 
Ijord Lansdowne. 

The dea.th of the Duke places a 
badge of tli(> Order of the Garter at 
till- disiio.-al of King ICdward ami this 
in acTonlanei' with i-uslom will be re- 
liirneil to ills .Mejesty Ijy tlu' suc- 
eessor lo llie title. A number of pub- 
lle ul'I'lees ari.' .also made vaeaiU by 
the death of the Duke, notably the 
ehe.neellorship of (.'aml)rid.!-i' I'niver- 
sity, the Lord Lleut'Tiancy of Derby- 
shire, and the Provost Guard master- 
ship of the Derbyshire iMason.^, a post 
which the Duke held for half a cen- 
tury. The Duke owned about 186,000 
acres. 

High tributes wore paid to the Duke 
of Devonshire by the leaders of both 
parties In the House of Commons and 
In the House of Lords today. The 
House of Lords paid the dead states- 
man the unprecedented compliment 
of adjourning out of respect to his 
nieiTior\'.

QUESTION UP AT OTTAWA 



Sir Wilfrid Laurier's Explana- 
tion of Order-in- 
Council 



London, March 24. — As a result of 
the representations regarding Hindu 
immigration Into British Columbia 
made at the Colonial office recently 
by Mackenzie King, Canadian deputy 
minister of labor, 11 is probable that a 
special commissioner will be sent to 
Canada for the purpose of arranging 
the Immigration difficulties along tlio 
lines of least realstarico. 

John Morley; secretary of state for 
India, has received a telegram from 
the British Indians residing at Van- 
couver, asking for protection as Brit- 
ish .aibjeets, and he declared in the 
House of Commons this afternoon that 
the Indian government and the Co- 
lonial office contemplated sending an 
envoy to the Canadian governnietit In 
the hope of bringing to ;in end if pos- 
sible ••this extremely difficult. Intri- 
cate and possibly dangerous situation." 
In Dominion House. 

Ottawa, March --l.— Irfi the House of 
Commons today Jlr. Foster drew atten- 
tion to the report of a meeting o£ Hin- 
dus at Vancouver, iirotestir,^; against 
the exclusion regulations. Tue Hindus 
Were reported to have sent a cable 
gram to John Morl^, secretary for 
India, pli-atestlng against th* treatment 
accorded British subjects In a British 
colony. Mr. Foster asked for a state- 
ment from Sir Wilfrid Laurier as to 
what had really occurred with refer- 
ence to tho llindu^who came to Can- 
ada and were Bniish subjects. 

Sir Wilfrid said tho Hindus question 
was easily exjilalned. The regulations 
of the department of tho Interior pro- 
vided that all undesirables, such as tho 
physically and mentally unfit, can bo 
and should bo excluded. ..It was found, 
however, that pertain, Ipartlos camo 
frorti other than the country of their 
origin, and therefore they could not 
be cent back. Unless these people 
came on a through ticket the sleam- 
shlj) companlsee would not take them 
back. No person, under tho new r;;gu- 
latlons, would bo admitted unless he 
had a through ticket from tho country 
of his origin. Tlio Hindus who camu 
from Hongkong could not be sent back 
to Honglcong, because the authorities 
there would not receive them. Sir 
Wilfrid said the Hindus were not In 
a worse position than any one else. 
Tho now regulations did not apply to 
them specially, but applied to all Im- 
migrants. 

i\Ir. Borden asked whether It made 
any dlfferenct; how long an immigrant 
had been In the country from which ho 
came Immediately. 

Sir Wilfrid replied that that part 
of tho question had not boon looked 
Into. In order to make everything 
proper, a regulation had been passed 
whereby no one would be admitted to 
Carxida unless he came direct from the 
country of his origin. 

Hon. F. Oliver introduced a bill in 
the house which will .supersede tho 
order In council compelling Immigrant.') 
to come direct from the country of 
origin. 



DESTROYED BY Fll 



Old Drury Lane Tlieatre Where 
Many Noted Actors Per- 
formed 



London, Jlnrch 25.— Drury Lane 
theatre, one of the most f.-unous In 
London, was completely di.'stroyed by 
lire this morning. The llames were 
llrst dlscoveri.'il aljout -1 o'clock in the 
morning bursting from the windows 
of the building. It was then too late 
to save tlie structure, which burned 
licreely despite all the efforts of tho 
lire brigade. 

There was no loss of life. The 
llieatre litis been closed since the 
riantomlne ended. It would have been 
reojiened on April ISth. Tho origin 
of the lire ir, unknown. 

Drury l.ane tliiatre was llrst open- 
ed In ]f)i)3, burjii'd In 1G72 and re- 
opened in l(i74 with an adilress by 
Drydon, who extolled Its advantages 
In location. The burning of the third 
theatre on the .site took place on Fi.'b. 
21. ISO'.l. It was in tlie famous Drury 
Lane tlKNitrc that G.-irriek, Kean, 
K(;mble and Mrs. Siddons used to 
act. 

Aceordlng to later reports the fire 
was le.is s('rlous that at first suniiosed. 
The stagi! and scenery were entirely 
destroyed, but the c.'ir(jtakers suececu- 
ed In lowering tho .fireproof curtain, 
and in this way the auditorium was 
saved from complete destruction.

— That the 
first surveys of tho townslte of Prince 
Hupert, made at consljerablo cost are 
practically worthless In view of the 
new idea of a model city laid out by 
landscape arehltects. Is tb.e report 
brought to Vancouver today from tho 
north. It is stated that the Boston 
architects who recently visited the new 
townslte decided that If their Ideas of 
laying out the town were to be car- 
ried out in their delightful entirety, 
new surveys would have to be made. 

As the railway comi)aiiy Is paying 
soinothlng for the benellt of the aes- 
thetic tastes and experlenco of the 
Boston men, it has oe'en decided that 
tho old surveys shall bo forgotten and 
that new ones must be. made in ac- 
cordance with tho neyv plan. While 
thI.'J decision will be welconied by the 
future citl/.ens of Prince Reupert, It 
has proved rather dlstur.'ilng — and will 
be more so — to those who have already 
erected buildings on sites granted jiro- 
vlslonally by tho Grand Trunk Pa- 
citlc authorities.

Messrs ilcBrlde and Tallow were 
loudly applauded. 

The Premier's Speech 
The Hon. Sir. McBrlde on 
called upon, said: 

"It la certainly a matter of 
sreat pleasure to me as tho First Mln' 
Lster of tiio Crown in British Colum 
hia, to have again tho privilege of ex 
tending to tho representative farnier, 
institute of the province of British 
Columbia, a greeting on this annual 
assembling. 

"1 have followed the work of this 
body for at any rate, tho last 11 years 
and I am ready to admit that your 
iiclilovements to date liave been most 
commendable. Tho task that is set 
lor yon. gentlemen, Is very dlflflcult, 
unlike the otber provinces In CanadiU 
The agricultural Indu.stry in this coun- 
try presents such a varied programme 
as at once makes the solution of all 
problems, which must come up for 
your consideration, a very intricate 
one, Indeed. 

Till- I.sland of Vancouver i)osscsses 
physical conditions that oannot bo 
compared, in every detail, at any rate, 
witli those of the lower mainland, 
Willie when we iirocoed farther Into 
tho interior we come to the dry belt, 
which again presents an entirely dif- 
ferent set of phy.sioal features, and 
tlien when wo go fartlier oast we come 
again to dllfereiit conditions. 

"Vou have, as I liave already pointed 
out, a varU'd programme to discuss, 
/tnd at all times very dlfllcult prob- 
lems to solve, but I think it can be 
said with every justilication that so 
far your work has not been in vain. 
1 iin glad to say that very .splendid 
results have been attained on all sides, 
In tho different sections of the pro- 
vince where the institutes have been 
actively engaged In their work, and 
whore the ofllcers have lived up to 
their obligations. (Apiilause.) 

Fruit Grov/ing Interests 
Take, for instance, tho interest.'; of 
the fruit growing Industry, one whleli 
to some considerable e.vtont comes 
within the splieri' of your delibera- 
tlon.<. Vi'<: find it is admitted on every 
li.-itul that the class of fruit which is 
rn-odnced today in tills province, as 
well as the care of the orcliard and the 
planting (..f new trees, iiad reached 
sueli a point .is would at once hioet 
with tlie commendation of tlm most 
exacting export. I know well that 
this work is as yet in its Infancy; 
but oven so, to the extent to which 
you have gone, gentlemen, It Is, as 
far as my knowledge goes, pretty well 
nlgli ijei-fect. 

"Then last, although by no means, 
least, you have the very excelb'nt 
reeoinmendatioii and satisfaction 
\vhi(.'h lias been secured thi'ough the 
achievements of our first growers in 
tlie way of the very best rewards and 
medals which have been granted from 
tliG highest source In Great Bfltaln. 
I now refer to the Royal Horticultural 
society's award, which you have now 
carried off on three or four -Hucces- 
sive occasions. (Applause.) 

"Passing from this subject, I would 
like to say a word or two with regard 
to matters which are under way, 
which to a considerable extent arc In 
the liands of the government of ilie 
(lay, and in so doing I will preface my 
observations by making a direct refer- 
ence t.g tho ininister of agriculture, 
my friend Mr. Tatlow. I do not think 
my stati'mont is at all extravagant 
wIm-ii I say that wo liavo never had in 
Brltlsii Cohimbl.a such an active and 
such an earnest man at tlie bead of 
agi'icultural aflaiis as t'apl. T;itlo-i',- 
ha-i pruveil liimseir to Ije. ( .\i)plause.) 
I think. Mr. Anderscjii and genllenii'ii. 
that \hf most erlile;il of those who 
ari> engaged in the work of jiromot- 
liig the agrieiilttiral iiulustfies of this 
piMivlnee. is cpiite rr<ady and willing 
to .idinlt that niy rolle.ague, both in 
season and out of si'ason, with (be 
iM|uipinent at hand, litis sjiared no ef- 
forl.-; to bring the hidastry, which you 
represent up to tin; lilgll position 
which II has ;iltained and which it 
slioul'l and must <'iijoy In this country 
uf ours. (.-Vpiilaiise.) 

"Now. sir, with respect to tlu; ques- 
tion of clearing ihf bush lands of tlie 
province, wliich you h.ave discussed 
here in days gone by, I wish to tell 
you that niy collcqgue, after tho most 
exhaustive study has reached the con- 
elusion that the best and fairest way 
in wlileli we might assist in this wori; 
will be llirougli. arranging for a sup- 
ply of cheap powder. I believe that 
he cdn give you figures which go to 
sliowlthat up to date the. work which 
Is carried oh under the arrangements 
tliat ho has made, Ims'tooen very satis- 
factory Indeed, (.\pplause.) 

Stumping Machines 
"In addition, the question of si'cur- 
liig stumiiing iiiiichines, and an'ang- 
liig for their use in different parts of 
tiie proviiiee, has been etifcfully gone 
Into, but lias Ijcen found to he moat 
impractlcalile. Air. Smith, for In- 
idance, has been for flfteen years In 
liiis counlry and has cleared about 50 
acres with the labor^o,£'hia, own iiands 
and at his own e'xpens6';Y''It' ''^•^'^""Bht' 
scarcely fair, thaf^Mr, ' Brown,'" who 
owns tho adjoining . land, ' sho^lcliiliaYO 
30 acres cleared at tho oxponse,'Of..^th.b/ 
people of British ColumblaV a's ' this 



would look pretty much like putting 
.1 premium on the newrcomer. and' fin- 
ing the old timer, and-ln all'^fairhoss,. 
fiir. Tatlov/ has coiieliided to-'-recdm- 

mend to the executive some means of 
su'pplying powder cheaply, in which 
manner no Injustice will lie done and 
everybody will get fair play. (Ap- 
plause.) 

"The story of d>'klug in British 
Coiumbia is scarcely a.s attractive as 
one would like to luivc it to be; but 
we all know perfectly well, that no 
matter how legitimate were the alms 
and objects In view of those wlio un- 
do-took the dyking of lands on tlie 
Lower Frasor, tho bill of expense to 
tho people of this pruvince has beim 
Indeed enormous. Tlirough the ef- 
forts of the late chief coniniis.sionor of 
lands and works, Mr. Green, we have 
been enabled. to make somo stitlsfnc- 
tory disposition of this very difficult 
.siilfiieot. ', 'VYe,. now, V find- ,that. thcso 
dyked landa,. 'arc, today, enjoying a 
season of .■,settlement~ and deVciopment 
wlilch px'omlses - to - make, ' within the 
next few years, a large addition to "the 
population. .Wo have however, been 
taught by experience to move very 
slowly with regard.to Ilio future and 
to liesitato In taking up, as a govern 
meiit at any rate, any further dyking 
works in this country. If it can lie 
demonstrated, us no doubt it will be, 
within the next year or two, that these 
dyked land.-; will make a. very ricli 
agricultural zone, surely, as .a business 
enterprise, it will amply roiiay iirivqce 
capital to undertake worii.s of this 



Immicjration Project. 
"Now, a word or two in regard to 
the dry belt. You will bo glad to know 
that the minister of agriculture Jind 
tho^IIon. Jlr. Fulton have looked very 
closely Into some scheme wliert-by 
they may be able to liolp the I'.armers 
In tile dry bi ll. Here again we liave a 
very difficult proljleni. wlileli we must 
aiiproacli with caution, and I am \-f.ry 
glad to tell \ou tluit so fi'r Wo iKiVo 
reason to b./lieve that tlie prospects 
for tile future are very good, while in 
addition I feel quite satisfied that we- 
shall within the next year or two be 
aliio to introduce some metliod for 
bringing about at a low cost the so- 
lution of the problem of bringing wat- 
er upon the dry lands of the province, 
(Applause.) 

"This subject is frauglit with all 
manner of pioblcius, and is one wlilch 
I assure yon we approacii with con- 
slderabli; hesitation. In common witli 
my colleagues, however, niy heart Is in 
tho work, not only of affording much 
needed assistance to those who live In 
the dry belt, to reclaimed districts 
and to the sections of country 
which are eorered with bush, but 
speaking generally with the whole 
subject of agr)cuitu):e as far as this 
province is concerned. I think that 
with the -assistance which we have 
from time to time received from the 
officers of the department as well as 
through the horticultural society and 
this board that what vie have achiev- 
ed has been very worthy indeed of 
all who have been engaged In this 
great work. (Applause.) 

"i further believe that I can safely 
say to you todily that agriculture has 
never before in this province had the 
promising outlook wlilch it presents in 
the spring of ItlOS. (Applause.) The 
fruit-growing Industry seems to be in 
a most liealtliy condition, witlli an 
abundance of promise for tho immedi- 
ate future. Htjots and cereals liave 
every prospect)! judging from market 
advices, of a vory'good season, and as 
far as the stock-raisers are concerned, 
no better evidcnco than tho horse 
siiow, which was the- event of Van- 
couver city a few days ago, is needed 
to show that more than ever a legiti- 
mate Interest is taken by tlie fanners 
of Britisli Columbia in raising good 
stock. 1 am told that It Is Just ;is 
cheap, i-ven if it ' 
feed a good aiiiintil us it Is to feed 
indifferent one. If any one wishes to 
know what the stock-raisers and farm- 
ers are doing, abundance of informa- 
tion is afforded by the splendid show- 
ing which was made last week by .Mr. 
Logan. 

Tribute to Mr. Lo0an. 

"I would further >llke to say to Mr. 
Logan tliat tile government of tlie day 
has a very largo appreciation of his 
splendid exertions. He Is the person 
who was mainly responsible for the 
successful culmination of the horse 
sliow, AVe are (juite sensible of his 
worth as an official of the governmenl 
to the province. (Aiiplause.) 1 desire 
to add tliat the goveriinii.nt deeply 
ajipreciates the exei.-llenco of tlie si-rv- 
ices renilercxl and uf the kind i-ounell 
given by Messrs. Anderson, Palmer 
and Logan, as well as by all the of- 
ficials who are connected With the 
agricultural branch of the administra- 
tion. 

"I will close tlK.'So biief obs(-rva- 
tions with the trust and liojie that this 
annual meeting will be one of the 
most successful in the Iiistory uf the 
Institute. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Tatlow Speaks 
Hon. Mr. Tatlow remarked that tlieso 
conventions were In many ways ex- 
tremely useful, both for an exchange 
of views and for coming to conclu- 
sions which would enable them to 
carry on a profitable and successful 
I'arming business, (Applause.). He 
was pleased to notice! the marked in- 
crease both in the number f>f in- 
stitutes and in their memliership 
throughout the jirovlnee. I^ast year 
the Institutes numbered 22 with n 
membership of i.OOO; while this year 
they numbered ;n. with a membership 
of about M.hOO, or more than double, 
( Appl.-uise, ) TIk ,se fiiets (.■\-ideiieod 
tlio gre,-it and se-rlon.s inli'rest wliieli 
wa.-; taken tlirouglioul tin- iiro\-ince 
in this most important department of 
tlie pro\-lnei-'s industries, a ;,'rleul tore. 
Future pros|ieets were most encourag- 
ing. Altiioiigli last sea.son was not as 
fav(u-able as might have been desired, 
and although the importation of ;ig- 
rlcultural lu'oduets exceeded tliose of 
tlie yetir iirevions li.v STlfj.OOO. nevi'r- 
tlieless a \-ery largo iner(<rise had oc- 
curred in tile business of tile country 
during the year as wf 11 as a largo ad- 
dition to the population. 'I'liis very 
easily accounted for the advance In 
Imports. He wa.s perfectly satisfied 
that when the ilgures of last year's 
production wore before them It would 
bo found to be not far, if at all, short 
of tho figures for the year prc ious. 
(Api)lause.) 

Field For Mixed Farming 
At the same time, he wished to 
point out tliat an immense field ex- 
isted In this iirovince for mixed fann- 
ing esiiociaily. Last year agricul- 
tural iiroilucts to the extent of some 
four mlllionis, iiY-arly all of wlileli 
could lie with facllily ralseil in tills 
province, liacl been Imporli'd. inrliid- 
ing 2,221,000 do/.en of eggs, iioultry 
to the v.alue of $1 ir.,000; beet and niut- 
tmi, 5200,000; oats $335,000; apples, 
$T:i,000; and hay, $M 8,000. 

Our products might also be bettor 
and more safely handled. Some Im- 
proved' raothod might, for instance, ho 
devised for handling eggs, eltlier In 
cdhhiectloh with . the Instltu^oa, or the 
creameries. Ho, Intdnflod to take, tho 
niatter.'.up' \vlth,-;Mr. togah;. . Probably 
;thd. -;: creameries '.rwould afford bettor 
.facilities '.for this purpose, but dur- 
JnB"tho"'next few months they .would 



try aiid' ascertain whether S6md>uch 
arrangement could*; JldtMl'? reached. 
(Applause.) . *i^f't!|:!4i > 

Tho Fruit Exhibits 

Tlio results attained at exhibitions 
in the old country during tho last 
four years had been most satisfactory 
and encouraging, showing that the 
fruit industry had come to stay. Not 
only had tho climate and productions 
0.4 British 4 Cojumbla attracted the 
most :briHIant" attention' at liome, but a 
market for. soniiB:^df ..l;ho better grades 
of fruit hatlf . been '(found In Australia 
and In;,- otlibr;;portlbns of tlic world. 
(Applause.) This being so, some 
closer l^orm of organiztttlon In the 
way of a central fruit exchange .'ihould 
be brought into existence; whicli, in 
his opinon, might well be done tlirough 
tho institute. (Applause.) 

When this was accomplished and 
made representative of tiie whole pro- 
vince, the government would assist it 
in every manner wltliln its power, 
both llnancially and otherwise, to do 
the great work which would He be- 
fore It. (Applause.) 

Gun Licenses. 
Several matters luid been, at the last 
meeting, submlticd to the coiisideru- 
tioii of the government. Tire issuing 
of gun liccn.sea luul been under very 
."ieriuua review, but the proposition ex- 
cited much opppsltiun, and, up to the 
present, had not been deemed advlsu- 
ole. Tlie sale of powder for remov- 
ing slumps had been extended to mu- 
nicipalities, and only the other day 
over lOU cases liad been forwarded to 
one municipality, at ihi- reduced price. 

Cases to ilie iiumljer of u.-loo, costing 
some $30,000, liad bi.-en suiqilled to' 
farmers during tiie past year. He was 
glad to say taat tlie lull' for the past 
montli showed an increase, proving 
tlial advantage was being more widely 
taken of this privilege. (Applause.) 

'J'lie Water Clauses act had recently 
been amended in rofurence to water, 
storage facilltlesi and reoordsi. The 
chief commissioner of lands'and works 
liad iMr. Carpenter's report under con- 
sideration, and tho government hoped 
at tile next session to pass an act 
wiiich would remedy several matters 
which were recommended at the last 
meeting of the institute. (.Applause.) 
Agricultural College. 
Tho endowment of an agricultural 
college would remain an open issue uii 
til the university question v/as lully 
settled.., Legislation liad been passed 
and power given for the endownieiiL 
of universities in general, and wlien 
this work was completed an agricul- 
tural college would follow as a mat- 
ter of course. Tho proposed anieiid- 
ment of tho Veterinary act had been 
deferred. The members of tho profes- 
sion would be asked to present some 
better and more satisfactory mea.'-uro 
at the next session. 

The government was informed that 
the Bella Coola trail was open to the 
lake, and the chief commissioner of 
lands and works intcnaod to push for- 
ward this worlc during tlie present 
summer AH matters affecting the 
safety of peojile during construction, 
and of cattle, in connection witli rail- 
ways, must be referred to the Domin- 
ion railway commission, as all the 
roads which were being built were una 
der Dominion jurisdiction. One, or two 
of these cases had been dealt with; 
the others were unsettled. 

As regarded tlic selection of .speak- 
ers at institute meetings, in every in- 
stance the best men wlio were avail- 
able, eltlier liere or in the adjoining 
.slates, had been secured, but it \vas 
really not an easy thing to obtain at 
all times the services- of- good men. No 
opportunity, howeVer, of getting such 
men was lost. 

Ho wislicd to call attention to the 
very excellent work which had been 
done by Lr. Tolmic and Mr. Logan in 
connection with the department. 

Nothing definite had been accom- 
plished In reference to the establlsh- 
, mem of another experimental farm by 
IS not chea^per, to | Dominion government, and this im- 
portant subject would continue to re- 
ceive every possible att(-ntion. The 
Dominion Fruit Marks act had been 
taken up with the government at Ol- 
lawa and the negotiations wore still | 
[lending. 

A tremendous demand for l'.ritisli| 
Columbia immigration literature liad I 
arisen during tlic past year, and the 
demand appeared to be inerca.'iing 
daily. Supplies had on two or tiirce 
occasions run out. This was not at 
uU due to niggardliness in the way of 
expenditure. Tho largest possible 
stock was kept on liv.nd. wtiTle arrange- 1 
ments had been made to publish a great j 
deal of this literature in Jinglaiid. j 
(Applause.) The jirovlnce's bulletins 
were issued in liOndon, En.g.. Willie; 
tiieir own printing office and press 
were pretty well occulted in the same 
way. Difficulty was met in securing 
reliable information in regard to the 
area and crop of the province; tlio 
classification of crops, live stock and 
I l.'oultry. Steps would bo taken to ef- 
fect many needed Improvements In 
this Important department of useful 
information. (Cheorg.) 

'i'liey would no doubt pass a number 
of resolutions and when the time came 
for their consideralion ilie trusted tlinl 
mean.H could bo devised for carrying 
at least some of tlioni into effect. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mayor Hall warmly weleonu'd the 
delegates to tile city; dise;issi.-d tlie 
importinu'e of tlie eomentlon to tlio 
province, and laid some stress ii|ioii 
llie fact that lie was a farmer's son.

which Mr. .Tustlce Irving Ik iiearing. 
Tho plaintiffs are isning as executol'.s 
of the Bales' c.^tiito- the late Mr.s. Bales 
hn.vlng been a sliavcholder in the com- 
pany. It rcIatoM to a land dyking re- 
claiming .«ciieme»in the Pitt' meadows 
whieli (loe.'i not appear to have proved 
.specially profilablo to thn.se concerniMl 
iiotwith.Htanditipr the f.'iet lliat alter 
tiio floods! of JS!)! tlie IJominion Gov- 
ornniont reduced tlio price of tho land 
to a dollar an aero, and the provln- 
clr.l government advanced tlie moneys 
for redyking charging tho coist on tlio 
lands. 

Tho plaintiff.s claim tliat the Bales 
citato lia.s nothing to show for the iii- 
vciUnu^nt beyond .some .stock, and are 
asking for ;i. declaration that the 
cHtate i.s entitled to ten-twcnty-firwts 
ot .some fifty acres now .standing 
in the name of the defendant 
JIahon and for a .similar pro 
portion of till' • pricn received for 
thirty-seven acres in tho north part of 
tho property, iia well as a proportion- 
ate share of the mondy received on 
tho sale of a, 000 acres of hind north 
of the river. There appear to liavo 
l>een a number of aboratlvo plans 
evolved for solving the- difficulties in 
which tho, company found itself, and 
eventually' the land north ot tho river 
was .sold foi- ^12 an ftcro wlille that to 
the .soulh wa.s snlidivided among tlie 
.sliareholder.-; in projiorlion to their 
holUing.s. For the plaintiff.'! 11. F. 
Barnard, K. C, contended that when 
the' subdivision of tho Hontliern tract 
took place there was not quite eiiougli 
land to go round, and thai t,ho tlilrty- 
ticvon acres referred to on the north 
bank were allotted to the plaintiffs 
and the defendant IMohun in lieu of 
lands to tlie .sontli, and that eonso- 
quently they are entitled to the full 
amount reaiized on that tract, as well 
as tlio pro rata amount on the rest. 
For that reason the plaintiffs iiad re- 
fused tender of moneys on account of 
their share of the north tract sale. 

From the evidehco taken yesterday 
and the statements of coimsel it would 
appear that in 1S90 Messrs. Oppon- 
helmer, Vowell & Jloliun obtained 
certain concessions from the Domin- 
ion government with rol'eroiice to 
lands on tho Lillooet river. In return 
for these conccjisions they were to 
dyko and reclaim tho lands and pay 
tho government ?."i.75 an acre and 
thereafter obtain a grant. 

A coijjpany called the B. C. Drain- 
age & pyklng company was formed 
and took over those concessions from 
Oppenhelinor,' Vowell & Mohun, under 
an arrangerfient whereby tho'company 
was to have thiiee-flfths ' of tho pet 
profits and Oppenhoiiper, .Vowell & 
JMohun , two-fifths , of the ' net 
profits on .1 venture of rccralmlng the 
lands. Mohun, Oppenheipier & "Vowell 
were also shareholders in the coni- 
jiany Mohun to the extent of 
twenty-one .=jiiares. Tlic company, re- 
claimed one tract of 2,000 acres north 
of the Lillooet river and a munici- 
pality afterwards Incorporated re- 
claimed 1,000 acres of. the. concession- 
ary lands on the south side of tho Lil- 
looet river. 

Tho dykes constructed by the com- 
pany around tlie lands on tho north 
side of the river wore destroyed by 
floods in 189-1, tlio company up to that 
time having expended nearly ?,'i0,000 
In this woric of reclamation. Tho pro- 
vincial governmont came to the assld- 
taiice of tlie company and redykod 
those lands At a cost of about $S1,- 
000, but in this amount wa.s included 
a liability of $20,000 in addition to 'the 
$50,000 tlie company had already spent, 
leaving the sum at about $10,000 
against the 2,000 acres. 

A resolution was passed by tho 
company on tho 23rd March, lS'.t5 pro- 
viding that two-fifths of the lands 
north of the river 'should go to the 
concessionaries, Mohun, Oppenhelmer 
& Vowell, and throe-fifUis to the 
company, and that deeds should bo 
Lssiied acobrdingly. But none ot tho 
siiaroholdors In the company or the 
concessionaries would take the deeds 
of these lands, apparently owing to 
tho charges against them which am- 
ounted at that time to about $05 an 
acre, the chief reason of t'lo move be- 
ing that Individual owner.s would 
have a voice in tlie choosing of dylv- 
ing' eoniniissioiicrH, wliereas the com- 
pany would lujt. The matter stood 
very mucli in this w;iy until 190,"i, 
thougli in the ineanlliuc the coiiip;iny 
and tiie conces.sionarlos logctlicr IkkI 
made several efforts tu dispose (.if the 
laiid.s for casii, l)ul without .succchs. 

In .Inly lSrt5 Mr. .Mohun transferred 
II) of his 1!I ;;harcs to .Mrs. Bales, 
u hose (>x<'eutors are now claiming, but 
during all tiiat period from 1S05 down 
to lUO.'i Mr. .M.olinn had apparently 
represented Mrs. Bales in the jii-occed- 
ings of tint company. 

In 1K'J5 .-uiother arr:ingeniont was 
made liy all tjio sliareliolders and the 
concessionaires whorcby a eommllteo 
was appointed to ihvldc the lands in 
which all were Interested among tho 
parties In Interest. By this arrange- 
ment Mr. Mohun became entitled to 
certain lands south of the river, which 
had been reclaimed by the municipal- 
ity and also it is alleged to certain 
lands north of the river.

By an order in council passed by 
the provincial government, issued 
through lion. F. .T. Fulton, British Col- 
umbia coast loggers will be allowed, 
within the next low months, to export 
to Puget Sound $500,000 worth of., logs 
which will ftir'nlsli between 60,000,000 
and 80,000,000 feet of fir, cedar and 
spruce logs to mills on the .sound. This 
win at tho. samci Lime make it possible 
to rid the . Cahadlau market of the 
same amount of uudesiraV>le jtimber 
and . secure tuiids. with . wiiicli lo pay 
off their indebtedness and start up 
camps In the spring on practically a 
clear Held.

NAVAL DEFENCE. 

I The naval defeuco of tho Empire has 
been brought into prominence l)y tlie 
invitation extended byAusti'aiia to the 
United States fleet. Tho disposition 
o'£ 30 many newspapora nowadays to 
rAagnIfy Incidents of all liinds and to 
discover a slgfiiHcancc In thlngfi wliich 
they do not really i)0Ksess, leads a cau- 
tious man to lieaitato before accepting 
tlie explanations given fbr Australla'.s 
action. We itnow how it wafe In tli 
vase of Viincouvei-'.s Invitation to th 
k-aiiio lluet, wlileh, wo were gravel; 
told by a loading London dally paper, 
•was Inspired by a fear of Oriental lin- 
nilgratloii. Of course, no such idea 
played an.\- part whatever In influenc 
ing the Vancouver City Council to 
send the invitation, -which would hnvo 
lieon e.vteniled with iqual promptnes:; 
to a sciuadron from Japan or Germany. 
^Ht this is only by the way. The gen- 
efal question of Imperial naval defence 
h:;s come to the front again and calls 
for consldm-ation. W'c tliink ii i.'i time 
for the people of Canada to take It up 
With a determination to see in what 
direction their duty ilea. There ought 
to be no i)artj- politic^ in tills, and in 
any ob.«crvut ions \vhlcli the Colonist 
may make it will endeavor to avoid 
anytliing which may appear to have a 
partlzan basis. 

,,The position which Sir "\A'ilfrld 
Laurier has taken in regard to a di- 
rect money contribution to the Brit- 
ish navy, namely that such a payment 
would be an infringement upon tho 
principle that there should be no tax- 
ation without representation, .seems to 
have boon accepted by Canadian pub- 
lic men generally, and may therefore 
be taken as representative of Canadian 
sentiment. Without admitting' that 
sucli a contribution is the best way in 
which Canada can bear her share ot 
lni])Grial defence, we .sugge.st that in 
the reason above stated the principle, 
upon Wlilch It Is based. Is pushed quite 
to the limit, if not beyond it. If the 
parliament of Canada .should vote a 
certain sum of money to the Imperial 
government to be o.xpondod upon tho 
navy, it would not be said tliat this 
was an appropriation of public money 
In deflance of the estnbll^hed rule that 
there shall be no taxation without rep- 
resentation. The jicople would not be 
taxed to raise tlie money by an\' other 
power than themselves, and so far as 
the principle is Involved there is no 
material difference between voting a 
sum en bloc and voting It in items. 
It is true that the (";>nacll:in parliament 
could have no supervision over the ex- 
penditure of the money, and to appro- 
priate any part of the public revenues 
to purpo.ses over Avhii'li the re]n-CKen- 
tatlves would liave no suiiervision is 
undoubtedly foreign to our ideas of 
government, yet it is not so much so 
that any of the rights of self-govern- 
ment would be lV)rfelted if It slioiild l)e 
determined that ft was wise for tlie 
Doinlnlon to make a contribution tu 
the cost of the iiiivy. 

The United Kingdom expends upon 
tlie navy.' in .round niimbers, an aver- 
age of $150,000,000 a year. This may 
have to be exciedeil if tlie relative 
sirength ni the /led i.s to be main- 
tained as at iiresent. Assuming that 
the amount named is sutflcient and 
that Australia and Canada contributed 
jiro rata, the biu'den would be borne liy 
:><),UW.mn) peopl<' at the jire.^ent tiuie, a 
number which would steadily lnei(-ase. 
That is to say, tlie contribution would 
be %'S per capita, or for Canada, a|i- 
proximately $20,000,000. Wo think the 
idea that the people of Canada will 
liay iiny fiuch sum a.- .?2n,000,000 to 
the British government to Iji' expemli.'d 
on the navy without the Dominion 
parllanianl having any siiporvlslon 
over the expendlturd may as well be 
dismissed from conslder:i!!on at once, 
for we onl\- li.'imiier the eoiiHidcration 
of an Important ([uestlon by importing 
into it things that aro outside tho 
rango ot possibility. It is only a little 
less than oni-- third the iiroposed Cer- 
man exiiendlture ni IDOT-US, and tliu 
population of tiiat country is GO.noO.OOO. 

A pro rata contribution from Can- 
ada, baaed upon population, beina 
thei-eforo out of tlie (luestlou, there re- 
mains the plan of an arliitrary contri- 
bution. It is didleult to know how 
tills can be arriv(.'(i at, and while we 
aro speaking on this a.spect of tho 
ca^c it may bo as well to mention 
that, while tho people of the United 
Kingdom contribute ,$150,000,000 to tln' 
maintenancM' fif tin.' Tiav\-, almost i \ ery 
dollar of it i.-i disbursed at home, 
Whereas not a dollar , of what Canada 
mIgM contribute would bo spent here. 
Tho United Kingdom Is not on thu 
whole any poorer for Us na\al expen- 
diture, Cor the money simply elrcid- 
ates In tho community, Any coniri- 
butlon from one of tho outlying parts 
of tho Empire would render tho cpor; 
trlbutor so much the poorer. This ja 



not an argument against a contribu- 
tion, but only a feature of the case 
that must not be lost sight of. Wo 
aro frequently harangued by people 
who tell us about tho working man of 
England spending his hardi-earned 
money for our defence, but they lose 
sight of the fact that tho hnrd-efirned 
money goes back to tlie worklngman. 
If wo are ever to reach a sane conclu- 
sion as to Ciinada's duty In respect to 
the. naval defence.' o£,i tho. Empire,, wo 
inust.,endeaYor;Ar3t Qf.aU to.get "a cor- 
rect Idea of ^lie: facts. ■

Dr. C. Morse, writing ln^<tKb*i(aw 
Times Hevlow. says that ^history "is 
truth, which seems to a truism, tor 
how can a tiling bo history, which 
Is not true? The dllllculty seems to 
be for historians to And out what 
is the truth. Taking our own local 
affairs, which do not go back many 
years, do wo not all know that it Is 
exceedingly diflicuft to ^get at the 
actual facts of the early days o£ the 
province? There may come a time 
when people seeking for the materials 
for a history of this province may 
open a volume of stories written by 
a well-known Vic'orlaii, and take his 
fancies for facts, a lino of action 
against which lie would himself be 
the first to object. It is almost Im- 
po.ssible to find a historian wliose ver- 
sion of the event of pa.^l days can be 
implicitly accepted. Take the burning 
of Jeanne d'Arc. The accounts of tho 
execution of this girl aro Iiopelcssly 
divergent. To come nearer modern 
times what shall we say of Xapoleon',' 
..Mibott. an American writer. Is author 
of a history of tliis great man, but 
the eharacti^r depicted by him Is as 
unlike the Napoleon of Madame 
.Imuil's Memoirs as it could well be. 
Wt.' siijipose tliat the times have not 
changed since the earliest ages in 
this respect, and tliat tliey will never 
ciiangc. All writers must look at 
things through their own glasses, 
wiiicli ai'e obscured by prejudices, re- 
ligious, iiolitical or personal, or by 
lack of facilities for observation. At 
tho', same time there is. a wide dif- 
ference between historians; Some of 
them are content to state facts with- 
out coloring them. Others apparently 
aro more anxious to make known their 
opinions- and draw deductions. - In- 
stances of deliberate perversions of 
tlic truth arc not infrcriuent.

THE DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE 

By tho dcatii of the Duke of Devon- 
shire Great Britain has lost one of Its 
most distinguished statesmen. He 
gained his fame chiefly before his ac- 
cession to the titles and estates ot his 
father, and there was a time when 
the name of the Marquis ot Ilartlng- 
toii was almost as familiar to the 
British people as those of his' con- 
temporaries, Gladstone and Disraeli. 
He was a member of the House of 
Commons for many years. He was 
first elected in INT,?, continuing to hold 
a scat In that body until 1891, when 
he succeeded to the peerage. During 
I\Ir. Gladstone's retirement from public 
life he was the leader of the I.iberal 
Party in Kngland, and might have 
been premier on the defeat ot Bea- 
consiieid. but he declined the" honor 
and recommended Mr. . Gladstone. Six 
years later he led ' the 'revolt ot the 
Unionist Liberals against Gladstone. 
He was Lord of the admir.-ilty in 
ISii.'i, Secretary of State for War in 

I. SGO, Postmaster General In 3808, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland In 1871, 
Secretary ot State for India in 1880, 
and again in 1K.Sl> Secretary for War. 

II. - was Lord President of the 
t'ouncil from lSy3 to 11)03. This is a 
very remarkable record. He with- 
drew from tlio Balfour cabinet on 
the (iU(-stion of tariff reform. He was 
line .if ihe rieliest men in Knglaiid. 
his landed estates embracing 180,000 
:ieres, and ho owned- great mineral 
properties in Lanca'ahlrc and- Derby- 
shire. 

The Devonshire peerage Is one of 

the oldest in England.' The first ot 
ihr I'avemlisli family 1" be .-niiobled 
was made a biiron in 1G05. Tliu earl- 
dom ot Devonshire was created thir- 
teen years later. The dukedom was 
created in 101)-1, in which .rear tlie 
niarciulsate of Hartliigton was also 
created. The fatlior of the deeeiused 
Duke was made Earl of Burlington In 
is;il. His residences are -given in

that ;the state of tho couhfry is and 
•whafc;-the bishops think tliat it ought to 
be. The judges' rejiorts- are satisfac-' 
tory, 'but their value is dlininishod by 
the fact that tliey do not yet cbme from, 
the most uneasy dlstricls. At I^ong- 
tord tho judge of assize noticed that, 
tho crowu had declined to continue 
tlie prosecution against Mr. Farroll, M- 
P., Whoso trial in another county for 
taking part in a cattle drive ended in 
a disagreement of the jury. The crown 
thinks it 'is useless to try such cases 
In Longford, and this moans that In 
that county at all events the Jury sys- 
tem is paralyzed. The recent trials 
In Dublin siioweil tiic saiiiu thing, and 
if tho goveniment had gone on with 
thu trials the futility of trial by jury 
would liuve' been proved again. The 
bishoijs ■ condemn cattle-drivhig, but 
only after a- fashion. One blsliop ap- 
provojs its ends, but does not like its 
means. He approves of tlie ruin of 
graziers, but not of those who take 
steps to ruin tliem — a prevarication 
wliicli may very well be loft to the 
master of casuistry to explain. Tlio 
bishop of Cloiifert is more distinct in 
his disapproval, and his uterance is 
Important because tlie disturbed part 
of c;alw;iy, including Lord Clanricarde's 
estate, is to a large extent In his dio- 
cese. Had tills bishop spoken out 
strongly from the first, as his predeces- 
sor did, a good deal of trouble might 
have been avoided. 

Whllo tho blshoiis are equivocating, 
cattlo-drlvlng goes on. The records of 
tile newspapers for February, wiiieh 
have just been colli;cted and published 
by tile Irisli Unionist Alliance, show 
tliat a great many outrages of tills 
kind have taken place during the last 
iiiontli. On .Sunday last an extensive 
drive took place in tho County Tipper-

case of riot as ever came Into the 
courts. Mr. Birrcll has at last acted 
promptly. A large force of police was 
sent to Borrisokane, tlie nearest town, 
on Monda.v, and, spreading over the 
country, arrested sixteen men, who 
v.'oro summarily tried yesterday. Re- 
porters were not lurmlLted to tlie coiirl. 
Five men were siutonced to three 
months' imprisonment, ten to two 
montlis, and one to a month. This 
looks very like Crimes act procedure, 
and the act can be used Wltlaout any 
prelim inar.v proclamation whatever. 
Wo heartily cougratul.ato Jlr. Blrrell 
upon the liappy event. It seems to 
show that his influenza has not lieen 
attended by the weakness which usu- 
ally follows It. But if he has been in- 
fected witli tlio law-and-ordor b.acillus, 
there are doctors in the House of Com- 
mons who will sul'j.-ct him to violent 
political massage for it, a'nd we fear 
that they may cure him. Yet It Is fre- 
quently found that Liberal chief sec- 
retaries, such as John Morley, begin 
in Ireland with leniency and end with 
strict administration of tho law. AVill 
Mr. Birroll follow Air. Jlorley's ex- 
ample'.' Ho has promised to resign If 
the Irish University bill is not passed 
this session, and at present there 
seems no chance that it will pass into 
law. He may therefore have rdecided 
on a firm course in thp kkpiyledgs 
thtit he fa soon' to'reth'6:'--'WhV n* 
decide upon .Iti jjarller? 

London Dally Express — Another by-. 
election has been fought, and once" 
again tho government finds itself con- 
demned with unmistakable emphasis. 
Hasting is tlie first liye-eloetlon 
fought since the Introduction of this 
year's government prograinnie, ;ind 
yesterday's result may bo taken as a 
clear indication of the country's con- 
demnation both of the Education and 
the Liconping Blll.s. Neither of these 
measures is a straightforward attempt 
to deal with a pressing natloniil prob- 
lem. Both have been introduced in 
answer to the pressure of a noisy 
section of the I,iberal party. Both are 
o.-si'ntially unjust, and that tliey are 
regarded witli <llsapproval oven by 
the supporters of the government is 
evidenced by the significant decrease 
at Hastings. The tariff reform party 
uomalns strong and united, but the 
enemy is losing battalions of Its 
friends. For a while they may remain 
In their tents, but sooner or later, In 
Hastings as In other constituencies, 
they will bo numbered in tho party of 
p.atrlotism and progress.

That gold 
I'.xlsts in many parts of Scotland, I'hig- 
laiid, and Ireland has been ostabllsliod 
by replanted discoveries In eomparatl ve- 
l,v ri'cont yi-ars, but so far It lias scarce- 
ly paid for Its recovery. Tv.'ontv years 
a;;o it was found In fairly largo i|uan- 
tltios in tlio' tiwyiifynydd iiiiiios. In :\Ier- 
ionotiisliiro, and within a couple of 
years $250,0(10 worth was extraclod. In 
the eanie county there are at present 
throe producing gold iiiiiios, ono of 
wliicli, St. David's, ylekbjd 511,^,000 In 
IfiOt and \'.>nr<. (,'arniartiiosliiro lias Its 
gold mine, the Ogofaa; there are gold 
vvfi'H in tbo l-'orest of Dean and the 
Wye Valley, and also in Suthorlaudslilri', 
but so siiiall is tbo output that all the. 
gobi Ulnod in tlu^ Iliiitod Kingdom in 
tlio last twenty years Just exceeds Jl, 
.nOO.OOO in value. 



Odd Uses of Glass. 

It was only a few niontlis ago that 
plans were drawn for a house to be 
built of compressed opalescent glass 
bricks to be erected at Beeohhiirst, 1-. 
I.-, The house will be' blillt, ;as roganls 
material, very simlldr to sOmo small 
ono and two-story offico liiilldliu;s 
which have boon erected In Dos .'\ioiiios, 
la. Tliese buildings have been pro- 
nounced Indcatructiblp by building ex- 
perts. 

Glass pavements arc In uSo In Ly- 



ons, France. Tlicse pavements are made 
of ceranio-crystal, ceramic stone or de- 
vltrlfled glass. They arc laid in tiie 
form of blocks, eight Inches square, 
each block containing sixteen parts in 
tho forni of checkers. These blocks 
nro so closely fitted together that 
water cannot pass between them, and/ 
tbo whole pavement looks like onelargy 
checkerboard. /■ 
This coramo-crystal pavement, it Is 
said by the manufaoturers, has greater 
resistance tlian stone. It Is a poor con- 
ductor of cold, and lee will not form 
upon it readily. Dirt will not accuniu- 
lato upon it as easily as upim .s.toius 
and it will not retain microbes; it Is 
uioro durable than stone and just as 
cheap. 

Glass water pipes whicli have a co\- 
erlii.:; of nsphalt to prevent fracture 
are in use in some parts of Germany. 
Tliey give thorough protection against 
moisture in tiic ground, against tlie 
actions of acids and alk.alls and they 
cannot be penetrated by gases. 

Glass telegraph poles are being, man- 
ufactured at GroBsalmcrode, a town 
near Frankfort, Gernmny. Tho glasai 
mass of which tho jiflOes aro made is; 
strengthened by intei-laclng and Inter- 
twining with strong wire tlireads. These 
glass polos liave a great advantage over 
tlio w-ooden ones because of their ro- 
slstiino.' against the ravages, of. insects 
in tropical countries and against: the 
cllmntie Infliienco bf rain, wind, and Ice 
In otliiu- iiarts. h 

Drossos of glass cloth have been'.; 
known for some time. This glass cloth'- 
has the same shimmer and brllllaiio.v' 
of color as silk. It is soft to tho touch 
and iillable In the extreme and of so 
durable a nature that It never wears 
out.

'To Photograph Bfr'ds. 

Mr. A. D. Crease read a letter from 
Air. AV. Leon Dawson, of ITniveraity 
Station, Seattle, to Dr. llasell, seeking 
the assistance of local ornithologists 
on a week or ten days expedition 
wliich he ])roposcH to make in this 
vicinity, beginning about May 20, in 
search of photograi)lis of birds off and 
on their nests.. He also intends to go 
up into tho boundary country upon a 
Similar quest. 

Some discussion ensued, and it was 
observed that May 20 would be r.'ither 
late in this neighborhood for nesting 
laiul birds, although the nesting sea 
bird photographs could be secured with 
facility. Tlie .secretary was Instructed 
to write and learn precisely wliat are 
tho species of bird.^, on .aiul off tlieir 
nests, which Mr. Dawson desires to 
pliotograph. 

Cupt. l^urtis hud a newspaper para- 
grapii r.-^ad stating tiiat tho famous 
Kurnliam Beeches were being de-stroy- 
ed by a microbe witli a terribly dlf- 
lieult .sciculilic name, and giving tho 
fiu'ther inforuuttion that tliesc beeclies 
had been pollarded by Cromwell's 
soldiers in order to got wood for gun- 
stocks. It had, by some, been suppos- 
erl that these beeches were at one 
time pollarded in order to jirovide 
Windsor Castle with wood. 

Diary of Pioneer. 

J. R. Anderson, the Dcputy-Mini.ster 
of Agriculture, read a diary written 
by his father, A le.x. C. Anderson, chief 
trader of the Hudsons Bay Company, 
in the forties of the last century, ^flv- 
Ing a vivid detailed .account, wfiieh is 
particularly Interesting to all re.-=idents 
who have Intimate as.sociations witli 
the comparatively recent past history 
of the province, of a trip which he 
made with tho assistance of voyageurs 
and Indians from Kainloops down l)y 
Harrison Lake and river to Fort Lang- 
ley. Hero Mr. Yale, atter whom Yale Is 
named, was, at tho time, in charge. 

Mr. Anderson returned to'Kamlo'ops 
via the Hope trail and the Slmllga- 
meen. He Ief< Kamloop's On Mayjafi, 
1846, and after the lapse of 26 days 
again reached ICamlb^ps on Juno !). 
TJio'back journey- covered about 237 
miles, and- the entire trip some .')00 
miles. Many severe prlvatlc^ns were 
suffered at "various points on both 
Journeys* and many difficulties In the 
then rude state of traved had to be, 
and were most successfully, '.overcoihe. 
V Record Is Faded. 

Mr. Anderson in bis preliminary re- 
marks observed that this record, which 
was mow very much faded, while in 
parts it was now with great dilliculty 
deciphered, was written 62 years ago. 
Tho present generation could scarcely 
realize tho great hardshrlpa which 
were cheerfully undergone by the 
Hudson Bay Company ofllcers at that 
time, when so much of tho country 
was practically a terra Incognita In 
making such lexpeditlons. White i)eo- 
plo were few, aliHost wholly eonlined 
to tho Company's' officers, wliile tlie 
Indians were, in places, hostile^ and 
only kept in subjection by severe 
measures. A vast amount of credit 
was due to tlie t.'ompany's ollicers I'or 
the manner in wliicli they handled 
tiies(^ Indian tribes and sueceetled in 
avoiding serious troubli> with tlieni. 
White men while travelling in that 
day might 1)(^ said in trntii to carry 
llieir lives in their iiaiuis: provisiiins 
tor tlie most part must lie got by the 
way; dried salmon was (Hie of tlie 
principle articles of siistenaiu'e, and 
pemmiean, made usually of dried buf- 
falo meat. mi.\ed with berries, or rare- 
ly with raisins', ami packed into raw 
liido sacks, hot and melted tallow be- 
ing ijoured over tlie eempacl mass 
was a favorite and most useful ioori 
It was either eaten cold or cooked 
witli Hour, when that luxury could be 
obtained, when u Hort of porridge was 
made of It. 

V\>v other provlwIonB they trusted in 
great nieaaure to their own eHortsand 
to trade with the Indians. 

Matches, besides being scarce, were 
often utterly unobtainable, and the 
flint and ateel, with punk or tinder, 
was the unfailing resource. Travelling 
then by canoe and trail was Indeed 
vastly different from travelling In the 
Pullman cars of tho present day:

Jailer G'Dcary also testified that Cro- 
nin could hardly stand when brought 
into tho Btalion. Cronin was most In- 
dignant. He denied everytliing "in 
toto". and In order to furtiier bin cause 
he wont to see the Ameriean consul 
when he w-as liberatod on hail, nlalm- 
Ing lie was an American. Tlie consul 
came to the court, ljut Cronin did not 
Insist on llio nationality. His accent 
wii.i iliimlstakeably mado> In IiOnd^n, 
and .CI!) in BnjjHsh money was found 
on him. 

Not only was ho not drunk, liiil he 
said that X40 had been taken from 
hli.i while In .iail. Unfortunately for 
lilm ho stood quite close! to th(! mag- 
istrato while pouring out liis tale of 
Uwoe, anil his breath bcwrtiyed hlin. 



His honor, remarking that people, who 
get drunk must, expect to lose their 
money, ' Imposed a lino of $3. !Later 
In tho morning Mr. Cronin was ob- 
ticrvod walking about Bastion street 
in a .state of ijupprcssed indignation 
and enquiring for a lawyer. 

The case of assault preferred against 
John Hepburn was adjourned for a 
day, as was that of a Chinauian who 
had neglected to pay his road tax.

Thomas Wright, Steamboat Man, Set

was referred to them. 

AA'^rlght, whose chin was ^ badly 
bruised, his nose sciatclicd and throat 
marked, claimed that he was going 
home about 11 o'<dock to his home near 
Cloverdale, when ho was attacked by 
two men, one tall and the other short 
and thicltsot. One of tho assailants 
struck him. on the ollln. with what ap- 
peared to be. a sind' ijagi, hut Wright 
tackled the inah aiid In ' the tussles 
which followed he i-eceived oilier 
knocks. Apparently surprised at 
Wright's determined resislence, the 
two holdup men turned tall and made 
off across tho fields. The taller of the?

Albert frock Makes No At-

Albert Frock was sentenced yester- 
day to six months' iniiirisoumenl for 
stealing a tickt't box from a local 
street car.

A. B. KIrby, a seaman, met Frock 
outside tho Grand Pacific saloon the 
aamo night shortly after eleven and 
accompanied him to his room at the 
Occidental, whore the witness was 
shown the box. He asked KIrby for 
a knife, but when the latter saw wliut 
was going on be declined to have any- 
thing further to do witli It. At that 
Frock said ho would borrow an axe 
to get the box open with. The follow- 
ing day about noon the accused met 
witness at the outer wharf and of- 
fered him some car tickets, which 
ho would not take. Fred Johnson, 
bartender at the ' Oecidental, told of 
the accused borrowing an axe from 
hlni on tho i;uino evening. 

Detective Clayards arrested Frock 
at tho outer wharf, when he gave tho 
name of Bodio and said ho lived ' at 
Esquhualt. Tho detective, described 
how Frock made a bolt of it 
from the car and ran across country 
scaling fences until ho reached one 
that was too high for him to negotiate, 
and surrenderitd. The officer liad also 
visited tho accused's room at the Occi- 
dental and found' marks on the table 
which showed that some heavy instvu- 
ment had been recently used. Tho 
mark.s were just what one would ex- 
pect, if a tin box had been opened 
with an axe.

OF GARBAGE DISPOSAL 



Council, Does Not Belie've 'In- 
cinerator Idea Will Do 
'■ ■'■ ""For Victoria 



AA'hether the city will go ahead with 
the work of cstabli.shing an inciner- 
ator for the destruction of tho city's 
garbage, as tho last council Intended 
to do, or adopt some other method of 
disposing of the garbage Is a ques- 
tion which is at present receiving 
much attention at ,tho hands of the 
council.- The bylaw. to raise the neces- 
sary $54,000 for the building of the 
Incinerator , plant wad"paBscd last 
J'anujiry, but since that time several 
considerations have arisen which have 
resulted in the qldermen coming to 
the conclusion that such a civic un- 
dertaking would prove a failure. 

Tlio'iiroiJosition which at present ap- 
pears to find most , favor with tho 
council is that of the disposal of gar- 
bage by means of scows. 

When the A'ancouver incinerator 
was given its test run several of tho 
aldermen went to that city on pur- 
pose lo investigate tho plant and as- 
cc'rtjiiu its suitability for Victoria. 
That jilant is guaranteed to handle GO 
tons of garbage jier day at a cost of 
4a cents per ton. The test was satis- 
factory so far as it went and the plant 
consumed the amount stipulated, but 
owing to the growth of A'ancouver tho 
amount of garbage to bo handled far 
exceeds tho capacity of tho plant and 
should the incinerator idea be wholly 
ado]ited there another plant will be 
required. 

Too High a Figure 
While the contractors for the Van- 
couver jiiant guai'anteed to dispose of 
the garbage at 41! cents per ton, no 
ulluwance was made in that llgure for 
depreciation, interest and sinking fund, 
repairs, etc., and these, It Is believed, 
will bring the coat per ton o£ gar- 
bage handled to a figure very much 
higher than 43 cents. 

The scheme of tllsposing of the city's 
garbage by soovvs would roctulro the 
purchase of a tug and possibly three 
scows. The garbage could be loaded 
upon the .scows at a point on tlie 
James Bay water front, at some point 
near the present electric light station 
and also in AMctorla west. AVliile it 
has not been figured out just what 
the e.xact cost of this system would 
be, tho aldermen are confident thai it 
would be matorially leas than in tho 
case of an incinerator and more satis- 
factory as AHctoria, too, is gi-owing, 
and it might be that in a comparative- 
ly short time the incinerator plant, as 
at first proposed . would soon prove 
ton small with the result that another 
incinerator would have to be built, 
whereas the scow system could he in- 
creased , without very much additional 
cost. 

AVhothcr the council. In case it 
should decide to adopt , tho .scow sys- 
tem, would be entitled ' lo use the 
money provided under tho incineratoi- 
bylaw, is doubtful. That bylaw was 
put to the ratepayers and passed for a 
.■jpecillc purpose and it Is believed 
that another bylaw would, have to be 
submitted ■■ to raise- ■money .for,-; -the' 
SCOW' aystoin. ' '' ' 

The matter Is now being considered 
bv the council and will probably be 
lu-ought np for consideration at an 
early meeting. 

Aid. Hall, Henderson and Olcason 
have been appointed a special com- 
mittee lo act with the city engineer 
and the city purchasing agent to go 
fully Into the whole scheme of the dis- 
posal of garbase by means of scows. 



FORMAL NOTIFICATION 
OF POLICE INCREASE 



Gommissioners Rectify Omis- 
sion — Consider Question 
of New Uniforms 



The oversight on tlio part of tlio 
police commissioners in regard lo 
notifying the city council of the ap- 
pointment of the extr.a policemen will 
be rectllied and tho civic fathers will 
thus offlclally know that tliere are at 
present on the local force six per- 
manent and four temporary constables 
doing busiiu'ss. The objection raised 
at the last meeting of the council lo 
the action of the conimls.sloners in 
not taking the counell into its con- 
fidence will thus be met. At a meet- 
ing of the commission hold yester- 
day afternoon the clerk was Instructed 
to notify tho council of the new addi- 
tions niadi" to the force. 

The qMestinn of tiev.' uniforms for 
tile force was ahu, considen>d and ten- 
ders will be called for liotli stylos of 
uniform, the lu-eseiit .^tyle ;ind that 
suggested by the Canadian club and 
the Board of Trade, the military 
style. The conimlsslonors favor the 
new stylo though It Is felt that the 
helmet, while attractive, will bo too 
heavy. The present uniform costs $32 
each, while the proposed uniform can 
be made In Montreal at about $lfi, 
though what the price will be if the 
uniform Is made In "Victoria Is not 
known. If adopted, the now uniform 
will be made of the same quality of 
serge as the present. 

Tho question of the temporary ap- 
pointment -of a publlo prosecutor, in 
connection with which the commis- 
sioners wore somewhat criticized by 
the council, did not come up for Con- 
sideration other than that It was dc- 
(dded to leave the matter with the 
cou ncil. 

The question raised In the coun- 
cil meeling as to tho right of the police 
commission to make the appointment 
of :i public prosecutor has, It Is un- 
derstood, been retered to the attor- 
ney-general, whoso opinion will bo 
given today. It is claimed by the 
commissioners that as such they have 
the authority to appoint such an of- 
ficial and tho council has no' op- 
tion but to adopt their sngges- 
iioiis lliough they feel that in the 
liresent case tlie necessil.v of such a 
prosecutor Is patent, that tlie chief of 
polleo may attend to ills police dulle.i 
ami not lie forced to devote his tlnii^ 
lo court worl;. .The council, on next 
iMoiid.iy civeiiing, will probably con- 
.slder the bylaw necessary to conllrin 
tile appoint nu'lit. '

HERE AND THERE 



Although Dr. Barnardo lias gone to 
his rest, Ills work lives after him. 
In the homes which he founded in 
London, there are 8,005 boys ami glrln 
wlio have been relieved from destltu- 
tlon. The only nualillcation for ad- 
mission to these institutions is need. 
Among tiiese children there are crip- 
ples, incurables, babies, deaf and 
dumb, blind and helpless little ones. 
But that all the children cared for hi 
llio Barnardo homes are not so af- 
llioted, the inimlgratioa statlsties of 
Canada testify. Of the ehildreu edu- 
cated there, 111,727 have come to Can- 
ada and of these !)8 per cent have be- 
come successful colonist.s. It is forty- 
two years since Dr. iiarriardo eom- 
menced this great work and the need 
today is as groat as ever. Mr. George 
B. Sims, writing in Night and Day, 
the (luarterly organ of the liomes, 
says : 

"if tlio tales of traRcdy of which 
some of the little children who are 
nierelfiiUy taken into Dr. Barnardo's 
homes are tlu! sulijccts could he pub- 
lished ill their naked truth, the public 
conscienee would bo startled as It has 
bi-'on startleii by few revelations of 
modern times." 

Victoria has spent 11 good deal of 
money and taken great pains to at- 
tract attention to our city. We are 
proud of its beauty and profess to bo 
desirous of its prosperity. This, is 
well. No city can become a, groat one 
unless its citizens are loyal to Its best 
interests. There are a few things 
that, much as wo love Victoria, we 
would like to see changed. But it is 
not of these we wish to speak today. 

Among the things ot which ^ve are 
justly proud are the enterprise and 
tiie Integrity ot our niorcluints. ^^■e 
take our visitors to see our atores and 
are delighted to be able to say that 
ther(\ is scarcely any article or com- 
modity wliicli will minister to our 
necessities, our comforts, or ev(ni our 
luxuries, wlileh cannot bo produced in 
our own city. AVe should all be pain- 
ed if we learned that any of our mer- 
chants, instead of enlarging their 
promises and adding to their 'stock 
were obliged to reduce tlicir outlay or 
lessen their expenses. Our sons and 
daughters find work in the stores and 
business (jffloes and m-any of the 
heads of families are omplo.ved by tlie 
transportation companies, whose pros- 
perity depends upon that of the mer- 
chants. AVe all know that the failure 
of any mercantile establishment in 
the city would mean loss to a groat 
many people. Yet is It not .-l fact that 
"many women do not recognize that 
the business men of the city arc de- 
serving of all the support they can 
rgivo them. The catalogues of the 
eastern department stores come in 
great, numbers through tlie mails and, 
tempted by the apparently low prices, 
orders are sent to those houses for 
a great variety of articles. 

It is very doubtful. It taking> into ac- 
count the express charges and the 
postage, much Is gained by sending 
east for goods. It is never satisfac- 
tory to buy things which the pur- 
chaser has no opportunity of inspect- 
ing. But granting that In some cases 
the prices are lower, is it not true 
that wages are lilgher here than in 
the east. There are few citizens of 
Victoria whose circuni.'it.anccs have 
not been improved by tlieir residence 
in this city. Ls it then either wise or 
loyal to send away for what we can 
buy here at little, if any increased 
cost? It is however, much to bo 
doubted vvluaher the woman who 
patronize the eastern dry goods mer- 
chants save anj-thiiig while it is <piite 
certain that the goods they buy ,-ire 
of no better iiuality tlian tlioso to be 
procured in Victoria. A city, liico a 
iionie can only )M-osprr when ev(!ry 
menilier works for tlie good of all. 

That llio seliooi liourd should have 
nminiiiioiisly . lio.son .1. S. Willis. B. A. 
to the respon.sibli' iio.-^ition of head of 
ti':- liigli school is a gi'i'at ;in(l well 
ili'servod iribuli^ to his atiilitv as a 
toacher. :\lr. Willis Is still a young 
man but no oiu; wlio knows hlnj 
doubts that he will uphold the credit 
and efficiency of Victoria's highest in- 
stitution of learning. 

* • • 

There are few Canadians who are 
doing their country as good service as 
Professor J. W. Robertson, ot Jfac- 
donald college, St. Anne do Bcllevue. 
The effect of his labors in the cause 
ot education has boon felt from the 
Atlantic to tho Pacific. His speeches 
are always full not only of good sense 
liiit of Inspiration. \Vhlle he is a warm 
;uivoi-at,; of the in-aetical in edueathm 
he noes not underestimate higher 
needs or believe that man sliould live 
by bread .a lone.. 

In .a lecture which he delivered a 
few days ago befori! the :\Iay Court 
club of Dtlawa, Professor Robertson 
spoke very plalnh' of the w.-mt ot wis- 
dom anil foresiglit sliown )>y the jieo- 
plo of eastern tjiiiiadu in liieir treat- 
ment of tlu-dr te-aolier. lie .faid: ".No 
l)eo|)le over laid their [ilans with more 
corlain outlook of success than Can- 
aplan peopli' towards national sui- 
cide, in iiiuler(;slimatlii,c" the value of 
well trained teachers and 'under pay- 
ing them for their services." 

l-'roni the context it is seen that his 
remarks applied esjieeially to the 
sliainetui low .salaries paltl In Qiiebec 
and Ontario, in the west teachers' 
salaries are more in accordance with 
the fitness of tilings though even 
hero there is still something to be de- 
rived. Among the things advocated 
by the speaker were school gardena. 
It la surprising tliat In onr own iirov- 
inco^ where gardenings is so easy, this 
means of education is so generally 
neglected. 

♦. • ♦ 

The Ontario legislature have under- 
taken the work of preparing a aeries 
ot .school books. During a recent ses- 
sion Hon. Dr. Pyno, the ndnlstcr of 
education, is reported to have .said: 

"Selections- are being .niudc from 
Canadian and jBritlsU, authors, and not 
BO much as. 'in 'the past fjom our 



helghbors to tho south. It Is hoped 
that tho books will be pertectly Can- 
adian in tone, altliougli it might be 
necessary to go outside this countri 
tor some of the literary selections." 

it would be a great iiilsfortuiie not 
only for Ontario hut for the wdiole 01 
Canada if tor tlie sake of what is 
called patriotism, anything but tlie 
very best in English literature, suit- 
ed to their years were to be put into 
tile liands of the children ot the On- 
tario schools. There is a danger that 
men and women in a new country 
shall bo too easily satisfied with what 
they have already accomplished. 

It is no reflection on the writers of 
this new country lo say that they 
lun c not yet readied to the highest in 
literature. But It ^vould go far to- 
ward preventing the writers of tho fu- 
ture from attaining eminence it be- 
cause a selection was . Canadian, it 
found a place in- a Canadian reader 
irrespective o£ it^ literary excellence 
or tho cdireotneas of its sentiment. 

We should" spt 'before our children 
none but the higliest. ideals while their 
taste Is formlijg. The'3o are to he. 
found in the writings of the world's 
greatest men. Tho i^esl that tlic Eng- 
lish language affords is not too good 
for the youth ot tills great land. 

As an old, old lad\-, i-'loi'eiico Niglit- 
liigalo displays the same unselfish 
thought for others as has been cliar- 
acteristic of her, througliout her long 
life. Instead of accepting tho gold cas- 
ket In which the freedom of the city 
of London is usually enclosed, she 
asked that the parcliment be placed 
in an oaken box and the difference In 
price be given to charity.

Care of Carpets 

(.'r.rpets in winter time are always 
.siiiijected to a great amount ot hard 
wear. It is well to have them taken 
nil and shul<en ;it the earliest posslijle 
Dpiiorlunity, for dust In the fibers of 
the carpel grinds It to pieces more 
tliiui actual year,? and; very often givea 
It a shabby look bcifore it Is really 
much worn. 

To tliose who. whenever the "bones" 
of a carpet lieconie visible or the 
corners ot a chair get worn or a mat- 
tress becomes Hat, can send a renewal 
ordfU' to II furniture store, lliese hints 
will be of little avail. But there is a 
large and gr<iwing class ot women 
who from pleastire or necessity un- 
dertake much of .such work at home. 

One of tlK! greatest sources of trou- 
ble in the household is the weaving 
out of tho carpet, and the floor cloth, 
and those being spmewhat costly, their 
renewal -is a matter of some conse- 
(|uenco. 

'When lifting ,'ind k^iying carpets 
where there are heavy pieces of fur- 
niture, the easily moved articles should 
be taken out of the room. 

The wardroiio or Inireau, as the case 
may be, should lie pushed from the 
wail suflieienlly far lo admit of the 
lacks being removed. Next it should 
he tilted forward, ail the doors and 
drawers having iireviously been lock- 
ed anil any breakable articles removed. 
.Some assistant holding, the carpet is 
foldi'd or pushed underneath, then it 
should lie tilted backward- and the 
carpet pulled av,-ny. 

In laying, this p/ocess is merely re- 
versed," care being tal<en that just 
Hullieloiit carpel is Introduced under- 
neatli to reacdi the wall, when, if 
tlie article of furniture be heavy, tacks 
should be dispensed wilh. 

'I'lK- carpets should be stretclied and 
mixed at the opposite end before the 
piece of furniture is replaced, other- 
wise if It hi' too heavy lo lift, it will 
drag the carpet, along with it. In 
this way tlie Iarg(;st and heaviest 
Iileces of furniture may be dealt with 
without the sliglitest trouble and witii 
the least possible danger elllier to it 
or to Uie carpet. 

When relaying carpels a layer ot 
fell should be plai'od Iioiieath them; 
this saves wear ;ind toar and makes 
till- rooms \\ armor. For the sake of 
econoinv sliec<ts of brown iiiii)iT ina\' 
lie used instead of fell and tliey make 
an adinirahh^ substitute. 

For slaircasis, iiieeos of old blan- 
kets may be fokled neatly and pl.ieed 
on each sle|) separately, tiiliing care 
to cover the edge, 'fhis is pleasant 
and soft to walk on aiul will make tlie 
carpet wear double tlie time. 

For restoring the color of a faded 
carpet nothing rivals the old-fashioned 
ox gall- 

Order one a day in advance from 
your butcher, and put It In a bucket 
of warm water for one hour. Ihive a 
second bucket ot clean water, two 
squares of clean' flannel and two or 
three clean, dry cloths. 

Wring the llanncl out of liie hrst 
hncket and rn.') over a portion of tlie 
carpet; rub with a clean, wet cinlh 
nntll a latiier is produced; wash this 
oil with the ilunnel and clean water, 
and nil) as dl-y tis possible with a 
dry cloth. 

To Prevent Breakage of China. 

'I'o teach niy daugliter the value of, 
carefulness wlieii dish wasliing, X sol 
aside S-T), wliich siie could have for 
her very own, provided she did iml 
use It u'p in breakages. I liad her make 
a list of the china in the elnscl, w'rh 
the valiiallon of eacli pii'ce, wiiicli some- 
what surprised her. Wo then drew 
np an agreonioiit, wiiieh stated that 
she was to replace all breakages in tlio 
event, of her meeting with accidents. 
11 is needless to add that slie was not 
In quite such a hurry as lormerly. I 
wonder why this w^ould not work with 
servants.— Good Huusekeplng. 

Silver Polisher. 

A piece of now Wilton or Axminster 
carpet makes tiio best of silver pol- 
ishers. Take a piece of wood, the sly.e 
nt a blackboard rublier, ciislilon it with 
some cotton wadding on tlio flat sides, 
tack the carpet over it, and you have 
a hnnd " buffer" for silver thai can- 
not be o(|ualled. Tile carjiel can be 
used alone \vltli good results, but is 
not so hanily, and if used , vigorous! v 
it Is hard on iiiis 'flhsers.';: -The deep 
pile of tho carpet seems to- reach 
crevices in embossed or chased silver 
that . chamois does not touch. — Good 
Housekeeping. I

Household Hints 
The following hints are from an 
experienced housekeeper of Memphis, 
Tenn.: 

1. Bake pies in little granite pans. 
Instead of tho old-fashioned, clumsy 
pie plates. Take them out of tho oven 
with a cake turm-r. 

Chicken pics are particularly nice 
baked thus. 

2. Sprinkle coal oil on the top of 
range or slove before you begin to 
clean out the soot and ashes. 

o. Dip your broom in coal oil and 
shake it iiefore sweeping a very dusty 
room. 

■1. Clean sinks and bath tubs wilh 
gasoline, iiibbing wilh a cloth, be- 
ing vor\' careful not to have fire or 
arliliciai iigiit while doing it. 

n. Cook cereals in a, -liowi or gran- 
ite pan si.'t in a. saucei)an of boiling 
water, after addint; salt .-md lioiiiiig 
water to it. It beats tlio double boiler. 

G. Cut a. nice ste.'ik into a dozen or 
more pieces, and fry to ,a light brown 
in a lablespoontul ot butter (more or 
less). AVhon they arc browned, take 
out the meat and fry In the same fiit 
a clove of garlic, sliced.. Next, put in 
a half a cupful of mushrooms that 
have simmered tender on the stove. 

Drain them free of water before 
they go into the fi'ying pan. Now 
add half a can of tomatoe.?, and stew 
down to half tho original bulk, mak- 
ing a rich gravy. 

The tomatoes should be well sea- 
soned witli salt and pepper. i\l()an- 
whllo break a pound of macaroni into 
lengths and cook tender in two (|U!uls 
of boiling water. Slice half a pound 
ot cheese very thin, or grate it. 

Drain the macaroni in a. coalander 
and put a layer in the bottom of a 
bake-dish then; a Injer ot gravy; 
next one of cheese. 

Fill tho dhsh In ' this way. Put into 
tho oven until heated through. , 



Serve in the bakc-dlsh. 

This, with good bread and butter, 
pickles and a nice salad, composes our. 
dinner every other Sunday, Tho meat 
may ■be added to the ' gravy or 'bo 
served separately. 

7. Drain oysters in a coalander of 
every drop of liquor. Boil them' in 
cornmeal and fry in deep fat. 

S. Grease sweet and Irish potatoes 
before baking thorn.

Tho com- 
pany's leases proved to bo a most seri- 
ous bar to pre-emptions and 'a num- 
ber 01 settlors had been already pre- 
vented laking up locations. .So far the 
company had done absohiloly noUilng, 
and were holding on merely for tho 
purpose of selling out if possible at a 
fabulous price. Tho timber, moreover 
upon all this land was lir, and was 
useless for pulp -wood purposes. The 
last extension expired next Way, and 
they Jiopo'd that It would not jje re- 
newed by the government. The com- 
pany held Nos. G, 7, S, 9 and 10. 

Jlr. McCallum remarked that Sal- 
mon Arm labored under a similar curse 
at the hands of the Dominion gov- 
ermiient, tho best of the land on the 
front being held under timber leases, 
and kept from settlement. He -well 
understood the predicament o-; the 
Hellu Coola .'lettlers, and he hoped that 
tli.j proviiieial government would not 
follow tile bad example in tills respect 
of the Dominion government. 

i\lr. Jones, Victoria, heartiy endorsed 
the romark.s of Mr. Sang.-'tad. Farmers 
at the host had a very hard time to 
get along and tlic government should 
take immediate steps towards the can- 
coliition of these leases. 

After some further discussion the 
motion was adopted. 

On motion of Jlr. .Tohiistone, se- 
oonded by Mr. Curry, co-o;\cratvon 
with the Dominion government in the 
enforcement of tlie fruit marks act by 
means of the same inspectors wlio now 
inspected fruit and orchards, was urg- 
ed upon the attention of the local gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Anderson said that several 
years ago at tho Instance of the board 
of horticulture, sometiiing of this sort 
was attempted. Tire dual system of 
Inspection had simply led to confusion. 
A tender of tho services of the pro- 
vincial inspectors had very recently 
been made to the Dominion minister 
of agriculture, but no agreement had 
been reached. 

Mr. McCallum, seconded by Mr. 
Graham, proposed the appointment of 
fruit and orchard inspectors in every 
district, .'IS much superior to tho pre- 
sent system under which one or two 
deputies traveled all over tho coun- 
try. 

?Ir. Cunningham supported the pro- 
posal. 

Mr. Corliett said that many of the 
old orchards were absolutely swarming 
with pests, which were a direct menace 
to young orchards. 

After considerable debate the mo- 
tion was .adopted. 

On motion of Jlr. Collins, seconded 
by Mr. Corbctt. the governinenf was re- 
cpiested to purchase spraying materials 
and to supply them to fruit growers 
on tho same basis as blasting powder 
which had been such a boon to iiio 
fanners — is now Bupplicd by tho gov- 
ernment tb-farmoes groneeally.' 

Mr. Grahuni said that tho agricultural 
development of British Columbia de- 
pended more upon the supply of blast- 
ing powder at a rc.'isonahlo rate than 
upon any other feature in the situation. 

Tho government was on all hands 
very warn^ly commended fOP ltd blast-, 
I ing powder policy. 

In reply lo Mr. Jones, Mr. Anderson 
stated that tile government lost nothing 
In furnishing the powder to farmers 
.at the present price, $5.2B a case, and 
he added that any one could buy it at 
that flgnre If ho secured a car-lot at a 
single delivers'. The government sim- 
ply buys the powder by the car lot and 
then distributes it to tho farmers at 
cost price. 

Tlie government was urged by some 
speakers to enter upon tho manufacture 
of powder but this .pUBgestlon received 
slight endorsement. 

Tho Fruit Peist Afet. 

On motion of Mr. Heatherbell, sec- 
onded by Jlr. Collins, tho government 
was urged to enforce the act regarding 
the care of fruit trees, in tlie way of 
keeping Ihciii free from pests. 

Mr. Anderson — ■'We havo been aoing 
our beat to enforce tiiat fli.'t." 

A mctlon proposed by Mr. Johnstone 
and seconded by Mr. FarQuharson,' re- 
iniestlng the government to empower 
the r(-sidi:nls ol any fiiiit-growiiig dl.s- 
triet til decide wliellier stock should be 
permitted to run at large or their own- 
ers bo corapoUod to look after Ihcni, 
was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Carter, seeonded by 
Mr. Heatherbell, the strict onforeeim-nt 
of the noxious weed act was denianilei). 

Oil niolion of Mr. .lohnston, siM-iiuded 
liy iMr. Coelile, tho construction of 
roads with the view of opening up tlio 
country was strongly recommended. 
Special stress w,-is l.ald upon the build- 
ing of tile i-oad between Uobson and 
Ni.-l;ion. and between Proctor iind Nel- 
son.

Company in Which G. A. Huff 'is In- 
terested Has License for Sta- 
tion at Rose Harbor 



A license for a whaling station at 
,Rose harbor, Queen Charlotte Islands, 
has been issued by the department of 
marine and fisheries, and a- company, 
with about SinO.OOO capital, will com- 
mence operations there as soon as it is 
possible to get the necessary building 
and equipment in sliape. Capt. Huff, 
of Alberni, is one of the men inter- 
ested in tho industry. 

Tlie llconso carries with it the ex- 
clusive riglit to catch wliales within 
one hundred miles of the station, and 
there is a proviso that tlie whale.-? must 
bo treated within twenty-four lioiirs 
after they are landed. 

It will be necessary for the new 
company to acquire a. steamer similar 
to the Orion and'' St." Lawrence, both 
of which were built . at Chrrlstlana. 
The latter vestfel -was sebured from a 
St. John whaling company and 
brouglit around the Horn by Capt. B. 
Balcom, who sold tho vessel to the 
Pacific Whaling company. This com- 
pany has licen.^es for five stations on 
the British Columbia .cop.st, three of 
which are utilized. 

H. Larson Bjornsgaard, a Norwegian 
representing Olo Chrlstensen of Lon- 
don, England, came to Victoria some 
months ago and endeavored to get 
a license for a wh.aling station at Cal- 
vert island, in northern British f.'o- 
lumbla.

TRAFFIC IS HEAVY 



May Be Three Daily Transcontinental 
Trains Each Way on C. P. R. 
This Year 



Over 100 .saloon passengers and 5,000 
tons of frelglit were ■ carried by the 
steamer Lonsdale, Captain Shadforlh, 
of the Oanadlan-Mexicau Steamship 
company, which returned, from Sallna 
Cruz and way porta yesterday morn - 
ing, after a . fast , run> .up: , -^he coast, 
averaging, 12.5' knots -an'-lioXar on the 
voyage north. There were nine pas- 
sengers, sonio of them having made 
tho round trip. Alfred Hustwick of 
the Times staff returned from a trip 
to Acupulco. F. A. Jcnne, irrigation 
nspcctor of tlie Jle.xican-Pacific com- 
pany, which is Interested in a big 
fruit area near Acapulco, r'jturned, 
with his wife and child, and \V. B. 
Millie of Everett, C. C. Heliints and 
R. Bnrr, miners from Vancouver, made 
tho round trip, F. B. Boucher, an archi- 
tect, and J^ Goldsmith, a coolt, wero 
other passengers. 

The Lonsdale brought 10,000 Mexican 
oysters from Guaynias for tho West 
Coasi Elsliiiig coiniiany, which is 
engaged in breeding Eastern oysters 
at Esquimait, Willi considerable suc- 
cess. The oysters brought by tile 
Lonsdale were taken from tiio Gulf of 
California and arc to be planted in 
beds at Esquimau and an effort made 
to propagate them. If tho venture is 
successful, largo shipments will bo 
brought by the CafladlanrMcxlcan lin- 
ers for the local company. The oysters 
■were transferred ■ to a steam launch 
at' the outer wharf, and were taken to 
tho oyster beds near Constance cove 
for planting. Captain Williams of tho 
Esquimau company is now at Cape 
Cod, Mass., arranging for the pui-chase 
of another largo shijiment of Eastern 
oysters for planting at Esquimait. 

Wlien off Magdalcna hay, on Tues- 
day last, on her way here, the Lons- 
dale sighted the Atlantic squadron o£ 
Admiral Bvans, with its slaEteen battle- 
ships, cruisers and smaller craft, at 
anchor at the Mexican port, where fir- 
ing practice is being hold. 

Two burros, which are to bo landed 
wt Ladysmith, and a young fawn, which 
was brought on board b.v Mr. Jonno 
at Acai)ulco and presented to Captain 
Shadforth, having since had full run 
of tho steamer and petted by all on 
board. The fawn ^yill be offered to 
the city for the enclosure at Beacon 
HUi. 

While at Sallna Cruz, at which port 
tho steamer loaded a large amount oi 
maclilnory, steel pipes, bridge material, 
etc., brought by a Harrison line steam- 
er from England and shipped across 
the Tchuantapeo railroad and freight 
from New York by way of the Isthmus 
for Mexican coast port.s, the .steamer 
Manuel Herrorias collided with the 
Lonsdale and dented a couple of plates. 
A survey was made by Lloyd's sur- 
veyor at Sallna Cruz, and proceedings 
were started against tho Mexican 
steamer for the damage sustained. At 
Sallna Cruz a large number of saloon 
passengers were embarked. There wore 
about 100 carried between ports, many 
of whom could not bo provided v.'ith 
bertlis, and slept upon tho deck. 

Among the passengers carried from 
tho iMexicaii terminus was Hon. Regin- 
ald Tower, Brilisli minister to Mexico 
and B. Lowth-cr, his secretary. At 
Manzanillo the .steamer waited over to 
allow him to proceed to Colima. Scv 
oral entertainments were hold on board 
the ]-.onsdale, the British minister en- 
tertaining the Mexican officials at 
various ports on board tho vessel. He 
wtis on a visit of inspection to the 
various consulates. 

The Lonsdale loaded 100 tons of ore 
from .\caiuilco for tho Ladysmith 
.■^nicker and .500 tons nf salt at Carmen 
island, which was discharged .at the 
outer wharf. 

The .ste.'imor will proceed to Vancou- 
ver tomorrow, and will sail again for 
Sallna Cruz and way ports on March 
31st.

OCEANIC LINE MAY 

RESU ME TO AUSTRALIA 

Subsidy Bill Will Allow of Operation— 
Bill Not Satisfactory to 
Companies 



Tho subsidy bill eicpected to bo pass- 
ed by' tho Washington government 
will probably result in the ro-estab- 
llshment of tho Oceanic steamship ser- 
vice to Australia from San Francisco. 
The bill is not satisfactory, however, 
to shipping companies Hying tho 
United States flag. R. P. Schwerln, 
vice-president and general manager of 
the Pacillc Mall Steamship company, 
said that tho subsidy would bo nearly 
consumed In the increasing cost of 
substituting white for Asiatic ' crews 
that the bill will require. 

Tho Pacific Mail lias Ave vessels ply- 
ing between American and Soutii 
Airierican, Chinese, .Japanese and 
Australian ports, and, if, compelled 
to touch at the Philippinds, they would 
make a total of approximately twenty 
round trips a year. The subsidy is 
rocoived for the outward trip only and 
as the course is about 7,500 miles In 
length, the company would get about 
$80,000 a trlp;'-or $600,000 a year for 
all Ave vessels; ' 

The total codt of the Asiatic crews 
is $367,81p, against ' $853,829 for the 
white crews, according to the figures 
of Schwerln, being a total Increase of 
.$486,493. Schwerln says the statement 
for the nine months ending January 
ol, 1908, shows that on a business of 
$3,033,922, thfe 'Company sustained a 
net loss of $326,133. Continuing, ho 
said: 

"I cannot say at present what ef- 
fect tho bill, If jiassed, will have on 
the Pacillc Jlall or its service. Just 
now we ;iro a dead dog In tho pit. I 
shall have to preptire llgures on tlio 
increased on.st of oiieratlon after learn- 
ing just what we are to receive under 
the bill. It will make considerable 
difference whether the government al- 
lows tho subsidy for tiie Great Britain 
route or for the actual sailing distance, 
and this will have to l.)0 determined. 

"It is probable that the passage of 
the ship subsidy will hiivc the effect of 
placing the three vessels of the Oceanic 
Steamship line in operation. These 
vessels havo been laid up for more 
than u year, and it is said they will 
be converted into oil burners with tho 
idea of again placing them on the run 
betweeh this port' and Australasia. 
The Oceanic line formerly received a 
subsidy from Now Zealand and it is 
thought that this would be restored. 

"These three vessels, on tho basis of 
$4 a mile for the outbound voyage, 
would receive approximately $380,000 
a year from the government in addi- 
tion' to tho New Zealand subsidy. 
Tfiero have also been statements that 
the Australian government might be 
Induced to grant a aubsidy for this 
service."

Macdonell Is now in communica- 
tion witli the minister of tlio Interior 
as to whetiier or not there shall be an 
appeal. This is however regarded as 
doubtful, while It is hinted tlint a new 
ordei-, .strictly within the llniil.s of 
Ihe Iinmlgratlon act .and not "delegat- 
ing" any .■lulliorlty to any minister or 
olllcial, iiKiy 1)0 expected. 

Immediately tho decl.sion of tho 
court was announced. Immigration 
Onicor Dr. Monro hurried to the cor- 
ridor and Instructed lii.s waiting sub- 
ordinate to at onco release all tho 
detained Hindus, while ihe Dr. him- 
self must needs give his ofllclal .^lad 
hand to every dusOcy dcnlzei; froni "the 
coral strand and ask no tiirther ques- 
tions as— -"where did you come from?" 
and "Did ybu come by continuous! 
journey and through ticket bought be- 
fore you started?" 

Tho Dr. is in fact put back to his 
former ofllclal limits, the boundaries 
liofore this order was issued, wliioli 
ii;ive to do merely with the physical 
;nid financial litnes.s of the anxious im- 
migrant. 

These wore the fatal words in the 
order: •'Whcne.ver, in tho opinion of 
the minister of the Iiitorior. condi- 
llons of tho labor m.arket in Canada 
.arc such as to ni.ake tlie application. i 
of the act desirable, or wlieni'vcr, In' 
his oj)inion, other conditlon.s exist 
vvliich In a special degree render ne- 
cesstiry, etc, tho application of cer- 
tain sections of the act." 

"This," said the court "Is delegating 
to others, not contemplated nor per- 
mitted by the act, authority and dU- 
cretlon which clearly the governor- 
general-in-eouncli alone can exercise." 

"If that is your Lordship's view," 
said Mr. Macdonell, "there is no ob- 
ject In arguing the case on the other 
points, for tho Hindus are all detained 
imder the same order." 

The application for liabeas corpus 
was imniedlately granted. The feder- 
al order l.s now no more effecth-e llian 
the X.-ital act. 

It is not improI)al)le that claims for 
indemnity for wrongful arrest and de- 
tention may be made by tlie Hindus. 
A Mood of writs is expected. 



Ing the city In its propo.<!od publica- 
tion quoted $3,500 a.s the price Cor a 
quarter page for Mfty-two Issues and 
$2,000 for .an eighth page.

ROYAL CI TY IMD USTRIES 

Two Concerns Propose to Establish 
Themselves on Fraeer— Tele-

Xew Westminster, Marcli 21. — Two 
new industries iind a new telep|ione 
system for tjils city werq. important 
matters discussed by the aldermen at 
the council meeting last night. 
■ Tho principal Industry spoken of 
last night Will be started by a large 
company which also operates many 
large ocean vessels, but the exact na- 
ture of tile company operations were 
not divulged by Aid. l''ader. who In- 
formed tile aldermen that the com- 
pany h;id been weeking a location in 
Britisli Columbia and had decided uii- 
on New Westminster for its head- 
quarters. Aid. I'ader stated lhat the 
full partlcular.s in regard to the com- 
pany could not be given yet. The 
other industr.y secured for the town 
is a new fruit cannery which will be 
erected by a Bellingham company, the 
council deciding at hist night's meet- 
ing to give tho company a site on the 
waterfrcjnt at a reasona'ble figure. 

Aid. l''adei- Informed the council that 
ho had been approached b\- an .Am- 
erican cumii.any which desired to In- 
stal an up-to-date teicMlajne system in 
the city ami that represenatives of the 
company would be glad to meet tlie 
council if the members were interest- 
ed. A motion authorizing Aid. Fader to 
arrange a conference between ttie 
council and the company's representa- 
tives was passed unanimously. 
.-■ Aid. Fader's famous report asking 
for a fund of 532,500 for tho purpose 
of ridding the city of the wojnen of 
the restricted district wJio'were now 
scattered over the town was withdrawn 
by himself, as he stated that It had 
proved unpopular. He had given Ihc. 
chief of i)oliee Instructions to do the 
Ijcst he could in driving the women 
out of the city with the force at bis 
disposal, and to avoid any cliancc of 
Involving Ihe city in a lawsuit. Tlie 
council consented to the withdrawal 
of the. report witliont comment from 
any of tlie other members. 

The money bylaws, wiiich provide 
for the raising of SIT.'., 000 for various 
public work.s were read a llrst time 
and will be taken up In detail at the 
next meeting. 



QUESTION OF RATES 
CBARCED LOMBERMEW 

Special Tariff- Issued- to Cover 
Point oft Possible Re- 
fund 



Vancouver, :\Iarcli — Shippers of 
lumber and shingles frt)n! ])oints in 
BrIlish Columlila and Alberta to points 
In the United States will, after to- 
morrow, be In . a. po.sltion, should, the 
present increased rates be lield Illegal 
by the courts, to demand and rocclvu 
a refund .of the amount of the lOvor- 
cHarge from the Canadian Paclllc rail- 
way, and the Esquimau & Nanalmo 
railway companies. Should the courts 
hold , the .rates legal, there will, of 
course, be no" refund. ,; A special tariff 
on lumber and shingles embodying 
these statements ha? been Issued by 
the two railways mentioned and will 
become effective tomorrow. 

Behind the issue of tlil.s special tariff 
lies the story of the fight whicli lum- 
ber and shingle produeors in Wasii- 
Inglon and Oregon are making against 
tile transcontinenml railways. Months 
ago Itie railw:i>-s increased tlie lum- 
ber and shingle rates to .Missouri river 
I ciunmun poiaLs ten cents per Imiulred 
pounds in eacli case, making the rates 
respectively 50 .ami tiO cents. The mill- 
meii raised a fund lo light the iiicrea 
and have carrieil the war before the 
interstate coniiner<-e coiumisslon, and 
tile i^ourls so far as the Anierican rail- 
ways are concerned. The nillliiien are 
ptiying the Increased tariff, but should 
they win the light all overcharges will 
be refunded. 

The C. P. R. and E, & N. railways 
on British Columbia and Alberta ship- 
ments of lumber and shingles to Uni- 
ted States points, increased their rates 
to meet the American ■ tariff, but the 
rates from tills coast and Alberta to 
Canadian points were not altered. No 
provision was, however, made by tho 
Can.'ullan lines for refunds in case the 
lncre:ised rates in Hie United States 
should be declared illegal — a decision 
by whieli in the nature of trafilc ar- 
rangements the Caiuidian lines would 
be bound. The new special tariff is 
Is Issued to cover the omission.

■ New York, March 24.— There was in- 
creased appreciation In the llnanclal 
world today of the importance of yes- 
terday's United States Supreme Court 
decifllon against the validity of the 
Minnesota and the North Carolina 
railroad rate laws. Tho later advance 
in the market yegterday was trace- 
able to this innuonco, but the full 
Scope of the decision was not yet 
known. The principles laid down In 
the doeislon are folt 'to provide ma- 
terial sufoKiiardtng In the direction 
in which tho foars of tlio financial 
\vorld Iiiive turned for months. 

H!xlstin{? state laws have caused 
timidity on the part of capitalists iiiul 
security holders, but the threat of 
an extension of the campaign against 
corporations has been even more dis- 
heartening. It is from tlils tliat tho 
lulluence on sentiment of the protec- 
tion iironilsed by tlio niluiff of the 
Supremo Court at AVashington must 
bo estimated. Severity of penalties 
In tile wa.v of lines and imiirlsoument 
siieli as might discourage an appeal 
from the law are pointed out as .iiistl- 
fying the as.sertlou of a eonslitutlonal 
right of protection. Tho reas-sertion 
of tho principle that the stifHoiency of 
rates llxed by law to give tho stock- 
holders a return on their stock Is sub- 
ject to decision by the - courts as se- 
curity against a violation of con- 
stitutional rights was a comforting 
assurance to security holders. 

Tho special application of the .deci- 
sion was soon In tho market response 
of certain stocks.
